G.S.R. 209 :—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 pf the Constitution, the 

President hereby makes the following rules regulating the me! hod of recruitment to the post of Radio Telephone

5. Power to relax-Where the Central Government is of the opinion thai it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Competent Authority relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving :-Notbing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessb ns required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categoric or persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government fromtime to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 213.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of tho Constitution, the Presi¬ 
dent heieby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Messenger in the Sagar

1. Short title and commencement :—(1) These rules may be called the Sagar Sampada Cell, Cochin (Messen¬ 
ger) Recruitment Rules, 1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classilication and scale of pay:—-The number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Sched ule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tions and other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in Columns 5 to 14 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualification : —No person, 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the Personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax:—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order, for reasons to bo recorded in writing and in consultation with the Local Employment Exchange, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

6‘. Saving : NoLhing in these rules shall effect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions re¬ 
quired to be provided for the Scheduled Caste, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories ol 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard. 

7. Inability of persons appointed as Peons to undergo training as Home Guards Notwithstanding, anything 
contained in these rules, every person appointed as a Peon under these rules, excepting those who aic physically 
handicapped shall undergo training as a Home Guard fora period of three years : 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home Guards, may having regard to the performance of and standard 
of training achieved by any person d uring the period of training reduce such period to two years for reasons to be 
recorded in writing.

G.S.R. 215.—The following draft of certain rules 
further to amend the Merchant Shipping (Life Saving 
Appliances) Rules, J982, which the Central Govern¬ 
ment proposes to make, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) read with clauses (a) to (j), 
and (n) of sub-section (2) of section 288, clause (k) 
of sub-scction (2) of section 435 and section 457 of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), is 
hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of 
section 288 of the said Act for information of all per¬ 
sons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
after the expiry of period of thirty days from the data 
on which copies of the notification as published in 
Gazette of India are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be re¬ 
ceived from any person with respect to the said draft 
rules before the expiry of period aforesaid will be con¬ 
sidered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Merchant 
Shipping (Life Saving Appliances) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on 1st day of Feb- 
rtlray, 1992.

Such light shall include a 
lamp cf at least 80 watts, an efficient re¬ 
flector, and source of power capable of 
working at least for 3 hours and which will 
give effective illumination of a light co¬

(8) An on board maintenance log shall be 
provided on every such ship in which the 
master shall record the periodical mainte¬ 
nance and emergency repa’rs carried out 
on life saving appliances and the result 
thereof.
